taries or  in  any  of  the  booms,  creeks  or  bayous  adjacent 
thereto  or  connected  therewith,  nor  in  Saginaw  bay  nor 
within  one  mile  from  Dummv  Range  light,  so-called,  nor 
within  one  mile  of  the  moutn  of  Saginaw  river  where  it 
empties  into  Saginaw  bay  within  the  limits  of  Saginaw  and 
Bay  counties,  from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of 
November  in  each  year;  and  it  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any

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utes  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  entitled  "  The  volun- 
tary dissolution  of  corporations  and  of  the  abatement  of  suits 
by  and  against  them/'  being  compiler's  chapter  two  hundred 
and  eighty- two  of  second  Howell's  Annotated  Statutes  of 
Michigan,  b^  adding  a  new  section  to  said  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  eighteen  to  stand  as  section  thirty-nine,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  39.  That  any  corporation,  person  or  persons  claiming 
to  be  agmeved  by  any  decree  or  final  order  of  any  circuit 
court  in  chancery  in  any  proceedings  mentioned  in  this  chap- 
ter, may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  Supreme  Court.

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  section 
That  section  four  of  article  four  of  act  nimiber  one  hundred  *°'*^  ' 
ninety-eisht  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-three,  entitled  "An  act  to  revise  the  laws  providing 
for  the  incorporation  of  railroad  companies,  and  to  reflate 
the  running  and  management  and  to  fix  the  duties  and  lia- 
bilities of  all  railroad  and  other  corporations  owning  or 
operating  any  railroad  in  this  State,"  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows:

hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

"An  act  for  the  more  effectual  prevention  of  cruelty  to  ani- 
mals," approved  April  twenty-fifth,  eighteen  hundred  seventy- 
seven,  being  seotion  nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety- 
two  of  Howell's  Annotated  Statutes,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  the  supreme 
commandery  and  subordinate  commanderies  of  the  United 
Friends  of  Michigan. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact. 
That  the  supreme  commandery  of  United  Friends  of  Michi- 
gan and  any  subordinate  commandery  duly  chartered  by  such 
supreme  commandery,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  said  supreme  commandery,  may  become 
a  body  corporate  and  politic  in  the  manner  following: 

First,  At  some  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  which 
shall  be  composed  of  six  members,  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  of  said  supreme  commandery,  held  pursuant  to  the 
constitution  and  laws  thereof,  a  resolution,  shall  be  adopted 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  said  executive  committee,  express- 
ing the  desire  and  determination  of  such  supreme  command- 
ery to  become  incorporated; 

Second,  On  such  resolution  being  passed,  the  executive 
committee  shall  prepare  articles  of  association,  under  their 
hands  and  the  seal  of  such  supreme  commandery,  setting  forth 
wbattooontaiiu  the  number,  name  and  location  of  all  subordinate  command- 
eries then  in  good  standing,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  such 
supreme  commandery,  the  name  by  which  the  supreme  com- 
mandery is  known,  the  date  of  its  organization,  a  copy  of  the 
resolution  mentioned  in  the  first  subdivision  of  this  act,  the 
corporate  name  by  which  the  supreme  commandery  shall  be 
known  in  law;  the  pbject  and  purpose  of  the  association  is 
fraternal  insurance,  to  be  conducted  under  the  laws  con- 
trolling life  insurance  in  this  State,  in  which  no  insurance 
shall  hereafter  be  taken  on  a  person  under  eighteen  or  over 
fifty  years  of  age,  and  the  period  for  which  it  is  incorporated, 
not  exceeding  thirty  years,  to  which  shall  be  appended  a 
copy  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  supreme  commandery; 

Third,  The  supreme  secretary  shall  make  and  annex  to 
such  articles  of  association,  an  affidavit  stating  the  ofiScial 
position  occupied  in  the  supreme  commandery  by  the  several 
members  of  the  executive  committee,  that  the  resolution,  a 
copy  of  which  is  set  out  in  the  articles  of  association,  was 
duly  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee,  held 
pursuant   to  the  constitution,  and  that  thesame  was  passed 
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by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  of  said  executive  committee,  that 
all  the  Btatements  in  said  articles  of  association  are  tme,  to 
the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  and  that  the  constitn- 
tion  and  laws  of  snch  supreme  commandery,  a  copy  of  which 
is  appended  to  said  articles  of  association,  has  been  adopted 
by  each  supreme  commandery;

of  the  same  age,  sex,  general  condition  of  health  and  prospect 
of  longevity;  nor  make  or  require  any  rebate,  diminution  or 
discount  upon  the  amount  to  be  paid  on  such  policy  in  case 
of  death  of  such  colored  person  insured;  nor  insert  in  the 
policy  any  condition,  nor  make  any  stipulation  whereby  such 
person  insured  shall  bind  himself  or  his  heirs,  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns  to  accept  any  sum  less  than  the 
full  value  or  amount  of  such  policy  in  case  of  a  claim  accra- 
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ing  thereon  by  reason  of  the  death  of  such  person  insured, 
other  than  snch  as  are   imposed  on  white  persons  in  similar 
cases;  and  any  snch  stipulations  4>r  conditions  so  made  or 
inserted  shall  be  void.    Any  company  which  shall  violate  any  penalty  for 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to  the  State  the  S^!^^.^^ 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  violation,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  the  Attome]^  General  by  appropriate  action  in  any

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact, 
That  section  one  of  act  number  one  hundred  and  eighty-two 
of  the  public  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  a  franchise  fee  by  cor- 
porations," approved  July  two,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
one,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

The  People  of  the  Stale  of  Michigan  enaci, 
That  every  corporation  or  association  hereafter  incorporated

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enad, 
That  any  company  or  corporation  hereafter  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  water  to  any  city,  town  or  village  in 
this  State,  the  population  whereof  does  not  exceed  twenty-five 
thousand  inhabitants  according  to  the  last  official  census  thereof 
preceding  the  organization  of  such  company  or  corporation, 
shall,  by  specifying  the  same  in  its  articles  of  association,  have 
the  right  to  also  produce  and  supply  any  such  city,  town  or 
village,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with  electricity  for  light- 
ing, heating  and  motive  purposes  and  any  other  purpose  for 
which  the  same  is,  or  may  become,  of  practical  use.  And  to 
that  end  shall  also  have  the  rignt  to  purchase  from  any  indi- 
vidual, co-partnership  or  corporation  owning  or  operating  any 
electricity  producing  plant,  its  said  plant,  together  with  any 
or  all  of  the  property  franchises  and  rights  connected  there- 
with, to  be  operated  in  the  city,  town  or  village  in  which  such 
company  is  to  be  located  and  operating. 

Sec.  2.  Any  compemy  or  corporation  heretofore  organized 
and  doing  business  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  genem  laws

That  there  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  from  the  general 
fnnd  the  sum  of  twenty-one  thousand  dollars  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  Michigan  School  for  the  Blind  for  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  ninety-three,  and  the  further  sum  of 
twenty-one  thousand  dollars  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of 
the  Michigan  School  for  the  Blind  for  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred  ninety-four.

Any  party  to  said  proceedings,  considering  himself 
aggrieved,  mav  appeal  from  the  order  of  the  court  confirming 
the  verdict  of  the  jury,  by  filing  with  the  clerk  of  the  court 
a  written  notice  of  such  appeal  within  five  days  of  the  con- 
firmation, and  within  the  same  time  serving  a  copy  thereof 
upon  the  attorneys  of  the  adverse  parties,  and  filing  a  bond 
in  said  court,  to  be  approved  by  the  judge  thereof,  conditioned 
for  the  prosecution  of  said  appeal  to  judgment  and  payment 
of  all  costs,  damages  and  expense  that  may  be  awarded  against 
him  in  case  the  judgment  of  confirmation  shall  be  affirmed. 
Such  appeal  shall  be  perfected  within  the  same  time  and 
prosecuted  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  under  the  general 
act  for  taking  private  property  for  public  use  in  cities  and 
villages.  In  case  of  such  an  appeal  the  clerk  of  the  court,  on 
payment  of  his  legal  fees  and  charges,  shall  transmit  to  the 
Supreme  Court  a  certified  copy  of  the  necessarv  files,  records 
and  proceedings  in  the  case,  and  the  judge  of  the  court  shall, 
at  the  request  of  the  appellant,  settle  a  case  ac<K>rding  to  the 
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utiial  practice  of  said  court,  Bhowing  the  material  evidence 
and  instractions  given  to  the  jnry  baring  upon  any  disputed 
points  to  which  exception  is  taken,  and  the  objections,  rulings 
and  exceptions  in  the  case,  all  of  which  shall  be  returned  by 
said  clerk  as  part  of  the  records  to  the  clerk  of  the  Supreme 
Court. 

Sia  18.    The  said  appeal  may  be  brought  on  for  a  hearing  2^*?L^term 
at  any  term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  said  court  may  afBrm,  ^^sopreme 
or  for  any   anbetantial  error  reverse  the  judgment,  and  may  ^    ' 
grant  a  new  trial.    The  said  court  shall  allow  the  prevailing  court  shall 
pirty  his  reasonable  costs  and  expenses  to  be  taxed,  and  give  ^2^"^  ^' 
jnd^nent  as  in  chancery  appeals,  and  all  costs,  damages  and 
expenses  awarded  to  the  city,  township  or  county,  if  it  so  elect, 
may  be  applied  on  or  deducted  from  the  compensation,  if  any 
to  be  paid,  or  execution  may  issue  on  the  judgment.    Damages 
may  be  awarded  against  a  party  appealing  without  reasonable 
cause. 

Sec.  19.  The  total  compensation  for  damages  and  expenses,  oompenntion, 
if  fixed  by  agreement,  settlement  or  compromise  under  the  ^^  ****"  '^"• 
ptoviflions  of  sections  two  and  three  of  this  act,  or  if  fixed  by 
a  jury,  such  total  compensation  less  tlie  total  amount  assessed 
against  t^e  railroad  company  or  companies  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  shall  be  paid  by  the  city,  township  or  county  in 
whose  name  the  proceedings  are  instituted,  except  in  cases 
where  some  city,  county  or  township  is  a  party  respondent,  in 
which  case  it  shall  be  paid  by 'the  city  and  county  or  counties, 
township  or  townships  that  are  parties  to  the  proceedings,  as 
the  case  may  be,  in  equal  shares.  Any  sum  assessed  against 
any  railroad  oompany,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  paid 
by  such  company  to  l^e  petitioner. 

Ssa  20.     When  the  verdict  of   the   jury  shall  have  been  cierkorooiiit 
finally  confirmed  by  the  court,  and  the  time  in  which  to  take  S  JSSS^i,'^'^ 
an  appeal  has  expired,  or  if  an  appeal  is  taken  on  the  filing  ^^^  penonB. 
in  the  court   below  of   a  certified  copy  of  the   order  of   the 
Supreme  Court  affirming  the  judgment  of  confirmation,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  to  transmit  to  the  common 
council  of  the  city,  when  a  city  was  a  party  to  the  proceedings, 
and  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county,  and  to  the  township 
clerk  of  each  township  that  was  a  party  to  said  proceedings, 
a  certified  copy  of  the  verdict  and  of  the  judgment  of  confir- 
mation, and  of  the  judgment,  if  any,  of  affirmance;  and  there- 
upon the  proper  and  necessary  proceedings  in  due  course  shall 
be  taken  for  the  collection  of  the  sum  or  sums  awarded  by 
tb')  jury. 

If  the  common  council  of  any  city  which  has  been  compenMiion 
w  h  party  believe  that  either  a  portion  of  said  city  in  the 
vi  imty  of  the  proposed  separation  of  grades,  or  any  street 
n  boad  company  which  owns  or  operates  a  line,  any  part  of 
w  ich  is  within  said  city,  and  which  was  a  party  to  such  pro- 
c(  dings,  or  both  such  portion  of  the  city,  and  any  such  com- 
P  ^j  or  companies  will  be  especially  benefited  by  such  sepa- 
n  ion,  they  may,  by  an  entry  in  their  minutes,  provisionally 
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determine  that  the  whole  or  any  just  proportion  of  that  part 
of  the  compensation  awarded  for  damages  and  expenses  which 
is  apportioned  to  said  city,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  owners 
or  occupants  of  real  estate,  or  upon  such  compay  or  companies,

When,  according  to  said  plan 
of  separation  of  grades,  the  street  or  highway  will  cross  the 
railroad  by  an  overhead  bridge,  the  framework  of  that  part 
of  said  bridge  within  the  side  lines  of  the  right  of  way  and 
all  abutments  and  supports  sustaining  that  part  of  said 
bridge,  shall  be  built,  maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  the 
railroad  company,  or,  where  such  bridge  crosses  the  right  of 
way  of  more  then  one  railroad  company,  by  said  companies. 
Where,  according  to  said  plan  of  separation  of  grades,  the 
street  or  highway  will  pass  under  a  railroad  or  railroads,  the 
railroad  bridge,  its  abutments  and  the  sustaining  walls  along 
the  highway  within  the  side  lines  of  its  own  right  of  way 
shall  be  built,  maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  each  rail- 
road company.  The  surface  and  approaches  of  such  bridge 
over  which  the  street  or  highway  passes,  and  such  public 
way  under  such  railroad  or  railroads  and  the  approaches 
thereto,  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  kept  in  repair 
by  the  township,  county  or  city  within  which  the  same  are 
situate,  or,  in  the  case  of  line  crossings,  by  the  joint  action

highway  fund,  or  the  func^  provided  for  such  purposes,  as  the 
case  may  be.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  judge  in  any  case  to 
order  the  payment,  by  the  city,  county  or  township  instituting 
the  proceedings^  to  any  respondent,  of  such  reasonable  attorney 
fee  aB  he  may  deem  just,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars, 
which  may  be  taxed  with  the  other  costs.

twenty-seven,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  being  com-

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enaot, 
That  section  four  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  supplementary 
to  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  establish  the  Detroit  House  of 
Correction  and  to  authorize  the  confinement  of  convicted  per- 
sons therein,'"  and  being  compileii^s  section  nine  thousand 
eifjht  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  of  Howell's  Annotated  Statutes, 
be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  court  of  the  United  States  (sitting

forty-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one, 
act  number  twenty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty^ne,  and  act  number  seventy-one,  laws  of  eighteen 
bnndred  and  ninety-one. 

Sbction  1.     The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  Appointment  at 
That  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person,   resident  SSSSSiSi 
of  this  State,  who  is  not  interested  in    manufacturing,   deal-  oiis. 
ing  in,  or  vending  any  illuminatii^  oils  manufacti^red  from 
petroleum,  as  State  Inspector  of   Oik,  whose   term  of  office  Term  otoffloe. 
shall  be  two  years  from  the  date   of  appointment,   or   until 
hia  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  shall  qualify.

age, barrel  or  cask,  over  his  official  signature,  the  woids: 
"Sejected  for  illuminatine  purposes."  And  any  oil  contained 
in  tank  cars  which  shall  tail  to  meet  said  requirements,  shall 
be  rejected  by  the  inspector  or  his  deputy,  and  a  written 
notice  stating  number  and  letters  or  other  marks  of  designation 
of  the  tank  car  so  rejected,  date  and  place  of  inspection  and 
that  the  oil  has  been  "rejected  for  illuminating  [purposes] 
purpose,"  which  notice  signed  by  the  inspector  or  deputy 
shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  owner  of  such  oil,  and 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  thereof  to  sell  such  oil

No  person  shall  adulterate  with  benzine  or  othe 
substance  for  the  pilrpose  of  sale  or  for  use,  any  kerosene  oil  to 
be  used  for  lighting  or  heating  in  such  a  manner  as  to  ren- 
der it  dangerous  to  use;  nor  shall  any  person  knowingly  sell 
or  offer  to  sell,  or  knowingly  use  such  adulterated  oils,  nor 
shall  any  person  knowingly  sell  or  ofiPer  for  sale  or  knowingly 
use  any  coal  or  kerosene  oil  or  any  products  of  petroleum  for 
illuminating  or  heating  purposes  which,  by  reason  of  being 
adulterated,  or  for  any  other  reason,  will  emit  a  combustible 
vapor  at  a  temperature  lees  than  one  hundred  and  twenty 
degrees  of  Fahrenheit's  thermometer,  where  tested  as  provided 
in  section  two  of  this  act:  Provided,  That  the  quantity  used 
in  the  test  shall  not  be  less  than  one-half  pint:  And  further 
provided,  That  the  gas  or  vapor  from  said  oils  may  be  used 
tor  illuminating  purposes  when  the  oils  from  which  said  ^ 
or  vapor  is  generated  are  contained  in  closed  reservoirs  outside 
the  building  illuminated  or  lighted  by  said  gas.  Any  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  pun- 
ished by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  more  than  one 
vear,  or  bv  fine  not  exceeding  four  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
Doth  such  nne  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  court:

munication,   sporting,  commercial   or  other  news  reports 
or   through   any  telegraph    or  telephone   line,  cable  or

Section  1.     The  Pef/ple  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  Management  or 
That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  supervision  S^iSJ*^^"'**** 
and  management  of   the  Industrial  School  for  Boys  at  Lan- 
sing, shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  trustees  to  consist  of  three 
members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the 
conaent  of  the   Senate,  the   members  of   which  board  shall  t»"»«<*o®<»- 
hold  their  offices  for  the  respective  terms   of  two,   four  and 
six  years  from  the  first   day   of  January,   eighteen   hundred

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  ena 
That  there  shall  continue  to  be  maintained  the  institati 
located  at  Flint  for  educating  the  deaf  and  dumb,  wbi 
shall  be  known  as  the  Michigan  School  for  the  Deaf. 

Sec.  2.  The  general  supervision  and  government  of  se 
institution  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  trustees  of  tbi

AN  ACT  to  amend  sections  one  and  five  of  act  number 
twenty-five  of  the  public  acts  of  one  thousand  eight  hun-

interstate  business,  as  the  length  of  the  road  over  which  said 
interstate  business  is  carried  in  this  State  bears  to  the 
entire  length  of  the  road  over  which  said  interstate  business 
is  carried.  The  taxes  so  paid  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  Tasee  so  paid  to 
other  taxes  upon  tl^  properties  of  such  companies,  except  ^Vtlue^^  ex!

mendation from  the  faculty  of  such  college  stating  that  in 
their  judgment  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  receive  such  cer- 
tificate and  in  addition  thereto,  a  course  in  the  science  and 
art  of  teaching  of  at  least  one  coUe^je  year  of  five  and  a 
half  hours  per  week,  which  shall  have  been  approved  by  said 
Board  of  Education,  which  course  shall  have  been  taken  by 
such  person  who  shall  have  received  a  diploma  therefor,  and 
shall  include  a  thorough  examination  of  the  applicant  by 
the  college  granting  such  diploma,  as  to  qualification  and  fit- 
ness for  teaching;  and  provided  that  if  said  person  furnishes  Proviso.

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  cnoc/,  at t  wpeiuea. 
That  section  thirty-two  of  an  act  entitled  ''An  act  to  author- 
ize the  sale  of  the  Central  railroad  and  to  incorporate  the 
Michigan  Central  Railroad  Company,*'  approved  March 
twentv-eighth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  be 
and  tne  same  is  hereby  repealed;  and  that  section  thirty- 
three  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 
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Sec.  33.  The  said  company  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July  in  each  year,  pay  to  the  State  Treasurer  on  the 
statement  of  the  Auditor  General,  a  specific  tax  upon  the

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts 
That  whenever  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  an 
enrollment  of  all  persons  subject  to  military  duty  shall  be 
ordered  and  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officials  and 
persons  charged  with  the  making  of  such  enrollment  to  sep- 
arately enroll  and  designate  in  all  such  counties  or  districts 
as  the  commander-in-chief  shall  designate,  all  persons  liable 
for  military  duty  under  the  laws  of  this  State  who  shall  be 
included  in  any  of  the  following  classifications,  that  is  to

Uliited  States  navy,  which  said  separate  enrollment  and 
designation  shall  be  made  and  returned  in  like  manner  as 
provided  by  law  for  the  enrollment  and  return  of  the  names 
of  persons  liable  for  military  duty  under  the  laws  of  this 
State:  Provided,  however.

a  record  of  which  sucn  organization  shall  be  kept  in  the  office

Sec.  873.  The  active  militia  shall  be  composed  of  volun- 
teers between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  fortv-five  years,  and 
shall  be  known  as  Michigan  National  Guara,  and  in  case  of 
war,  rebellion,  invasion,  tiie  prevention  of  invasion,  the  sup- 
pression of  riots,  to  aid  civil  officers  in  the  execution  of  the 
laws  of  this  State,  shall  first  be  ordered  into  service.

Sec.  875.  Each  regiment  of  infantry  shall  consist  of  one

of  four  companies,  one  surgeon,  one  assistant  surgeon,  one 
chaplain,  one  adjutant,  one  quartermaster,  one  sergeant  major, 
one  quartermaster  sergeant,  one  hospital  steward,  and  two 
color  sergeants,  and  not  less  than  eight  nor  more  than 
twelve  companies;  each  of  which  companies  of  infantry  shall 
consist  of  one  captain,  one  first  lieutenant,  one  second  lieu- 
tenant, five  sergeants,  eight  corporals  and  not  less  than  thirty- 
two  nor  more  than  seventy  privates.  The  field  and  line 
officers,  except  when  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  be  com- 
missioned for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  their 
election,  and  until  their  successors  are  commissioned. 

Sec.  10.  There  shall  be  one  major  general,  with  three 
aids-de-camp,  with  rank  of  captain  for  each  division  organ- 
ized by  the  commander-in-chief,  and  one  brigadier  general 
with  two  aids-de-camp,  with  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  one 
surgeon  with  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel,  one  assistant  adju- 
tant general,  one  assistant  inspector  general,  and  one  assist- 
ant quartermaster  general,  each  with  the  rank  of  major,  to 
be  commissioned  on  the  recommendation  of  said  brigadier 
general,  and  one  hospital  steward  for  each  brigade  so  organ- 
ized. The  term  of  office  of  said  major  and  brigadier  gener- 
als shall  be  two  years  from  the  date  of  their  commissions, 
and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.

Seo.  928.'  The  manner,  time,  and  place  of  holding  and 
conductine;  all  company  elections,  shall  be  reflated  by  the 
by-laws  of  such  company.  All  vacancies  in  the  field  officers 
of  a  regiment  shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  field 
and  company  officers  of  said  regiment,  present  at  a  time,  to 
be  fixed  by  the  officer  commanding  such  regiment.

Seo.  973.  Commanding  officers  in  camps  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  each  annual  encampment,  make  and  transmit  to 
the  Adjutant  General,  a  certified  pay-roll  in  duplicate,  of  the 
general  field  and  staff  officers  and  members  of  one  band  of 
music  to  each  regiment  present  and  on  duty  at  the  said 
encampment,  specifying  the  name,  rank,  duty  done  by  each 
one  who  has  appeared  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped,  and 
performed  duty  on  any  day.

Sec.  10.  An  assessment  of  all  the  property  in  the  State, 
liable  to  taxation,  shall  be  made  annually  in  the  several 
townships,  villages  and  cities  thereof  by  the  supervisors  of 
the  several  townships  and  wards,  or  in  villages  and  cities 
where  provision  is  made  in  the  acts  of  incorporation  or 
charter  for  some  other  assessing  officer,  then  by  such  assess- 
ing officer,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Seo.  11.  All  corporate  property,  except  where  some  other 
provison  is  made  by  law,  shall  be  assessed  to  the  corporation 
as  to  a  natural  person,  in  the  name  of  the  corporation.  The 
place  where  its  office  is  located  in  its  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion shall  be  deemed  its  residence:  Provided,  Its  business, 
is  actually  transacted  at  such  office;  but  if  it  shall  establish 
its  principal  office  in  any  other  place  than  the  place  named 
in  its  articles  of  incorporation,  then  the  place  where  it  trans- 
acts its  principal  business  shall  be  deemed  its  residence  for 
all  the  purposes  of  this  act.  If  there  be  no  principal  office' 
in  this  State,  then  at  the  place  in  this  State  where  such 
corporation  or  a^ent  transacts  business.  The  property  of 
corporations  paying  specific  taxes  shall  be  exempt,  as  to 
the  property  coverra  by  such  taxation,  except  when  other- 
wise provided  by  law.  All  other  property  of  such  corporation 
shall  be  taxed  under  this  act.  In  computing  the  taxable 
property  of  insurance  companies  organized  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  the  value  of  the  real  property  on  which  a 
company  pajrs  taxes  shall  be  deducted  from  its  net  assets 
above  liabilities,  as  determined  and  shown  by/^jha  last  report 
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of  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance,  and  the  remainder  shall 
be  the  amount  of  personal  property  for  which  the  company 
shall  be  assessed. 

Seo.  12.  For  the  purpose  of  assessing  property  and  col- ooiMrtnenbii^

Sec.  39.  The  supervisor  of  each  township  or  ward,  and 
the  assessing  officer  of  each  city  or  village,  as  provided  by 
law,  shall  proceed  to  assess  the  taxes  apportioned  to  his 
township,  or  assessment  district,  according  and  in  proportion 
to  the  valuations  entered  by  the  board  of  review  in  the  assess- 
ment Toll  of  the  township,  ward,  village  or  city  of  the  year: 
Provided,  That  if  the  board  of  review  make  no  such  entry, 
then  on  the  valuation  therein  as  entered  by  the  supervisor 
or  assessor.  For  the  purpose  of  avoiding  fractions  in  com- 
putation, the  assessor  may  add  to  the  amount  of  the  several 
taxes  to  be  raised  not  more  than  one  per  cent;  said  excess  shall 
belong  to  the  contingent  fund  of  the  township;  such  taxes  shall 
be  entered  in  separate  columns,  as  follows:  All  school  taxes 
and  the  one  mill  tax  in  one  column,  highway  taxes  in  another, 
township  taxes  in  another,  county  taxes  in  another,  and  the 
State  taxes  in  another  column;  and  if  other  taxes  are  at  any 
time  required  to  be  raised,  they  shall  be  placed  in  separate  col- 
umns. The  total  of  all  the  taxes  assessed  against  any  one 
valuation  or  parcel  of  property  shall  be  added  and  carried  out 
in  the  last  column  upon  the  right  hand  side  of  such  roll. 

Sec.  40.  The  taxes  thus  assessed  shall  become  at  once  a 
debt  to  the  township,  ward  or  city  from  the  persons  to  whom 
they  are  assessed,  and  the  amounts  assessed  on  any  interest  in 
real  property  shall,  on  the  first  day  in  December,  become  a  lien 
upon  such  real  property,  and  the  lien  for  such  amounts,  and 
for  all  interest  and  charges  thereon,  shall  continue  until  pay- 
ment thereof.  And  all  personal  taxes  shall  also  be  a  lien  on 
all  personal  property  of  such  persons  so  assessed  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  and  shall  take  prece- 
dence of  any  sale,  assignment  or  chattel  mortgage,  levy  or 
other  lien,  on  such  personal  property,  executed  or  made  after 
said  first  day  of  December,  except  where  such  property  is 
actually  sold  in  the  regular  course  of  trade. 

Sec.  41.  Before  the  supervisor  or  assessing  officer  shall 
deliver  such  roll  to  the  township  treasurer  or  city  collector  he

OF  THE  COLLECTING  OF  TAXES. 

Sec.  44.     On  receiving  such  tax  roll,  the  township  treasurer  Townswp  treas- 
or  other  collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  such  taxes.     The  JUJes*^  ^^^^ 
township  treasurer  shall  remain  in  his  office  at  some  conven- 
ient place  in  his  township,  village  or  city  on  every  Friday  in 
the  month  of  December  thereafter,  from  nine  o'clock  a.  m.  to 
five  o'clock  p.  m.,  to  receive  taxes:  Provided,  however,   That 
he  shall  receive  taxes  upon  any  week  day  when  they  may  be 
offered,  and  on  all  sums  voluntarily  paid  before  the  tenth  day  of 
January  of  the  succeeding  year^  he  shall  add  one  per  cent  for  collection  roes. 
collection  fees,  and  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  after  said  tenth 
day  of  January  he  shall  add  four  per  cent.     In  case  he  may  be 
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apprehensive  of  the  loss  of  any  personal  tax  assessed  upon  his 
roll,  he  may  proceed  to  enforce  its  collection  at  any  time,  and  if 
compelled  to  seize  property  or  bring  suit  in  December,  may  add 
four  per  cent  for  collection  fees,  and  when  taxes  are  assessed 
on  property  occupied  by  tenant  or  tenants  paying  rental 
therefor,  and  he  is  assessed  as  occupant  of  said  premises,  the 
said  tenant  or  tenants  shall  be  liable  for  the  taxes  assessed  on 
said  property  after  the  time  said  tax  roll  is  delivered  to  the 
township  treasurer  or  other  collecting  officer  for  the  year,  but 
not  for  more  of  the  same  than  the  amount  of  the  rental  may  be 
while  said  tax  roll  is  in  his  hands  and  which  becomes  due  to 
the  owner  during  such  period,  and  may  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  for  collecting  the  same  from  persons  own- 
ing and  occupying  their  own  property;  and  said  collecting 
officer  shall  notify  all  such  persons  occupying  rented  property, 
or  so  far  as  he  may  know  of  the  same,  as  soon  as  the  tax  roll  is 
delivered  to  him,  by  written  notice,  and  shall  note  said  notice 
and  the  date  thereof  against  the  description  of  said  property 
on  the  roll. 

Sec.  45.  All  taxes  shall  be  collected  by  the  several  township 
and  city  treasurers  or  collectors,  before  the  first  day  of  March, 
in  each  year. 

Sec.  4i5.  For  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  taxes  remaining 
unpaid  on  the  tenth  day  of  January,  the  said  treasurer  shall, 
thereafter  during  that  month,  call  personally  upon  each  person 
liable  to  pay  such  taxes,  if  a  resident  of  such  township,  or  at 
his  usual  place  of  residence  or  business  therein,  and  demand 
payment  of  the  taxes  charged  against  him.  If  such  person  is 
not  a  resident  of  the  township,  but  resides  within  the  county, 
or  an  adjoining  county,  and  his  residence  is  known  to  the 
treasurer,  he  shall  make  such  demand  either  personally  or  by 
mail.  In  cases  of  companies  or  corporations  demand  may  be 
made  at  the  principal  or  other  office  of  such  company  or  cor- 
poration, or  by  mail  directed  to  such  corporation  or  company, 
or  its  principal  officer  at  its  usual  place  of  business.  In  cities 
where  some  special  provision  is  made  for  demand  or  collection 
of  taxes,  the  collector  or  treasurer  shall  comply  with  such 
special  provision,  otherwise  be  bound  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  If  demand  is  sent  by  mail,  the  amount  of  the  tax  shall 
be  stated  and  the  place  and  time  where  and  when-  it  may  be 
paid.  He  shall  give  a  receipt  for  every  tax  paid,  and  shall 
enter  in  ink  the  fact  of  payment,  and  the  date  thereof  upon 
his  tax  roll.  In  case  of  taxes  assessed  upon  the  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  any  bank  he  shall  call  upon  the  cashier  of  such 
bank  and  demand  payment  thereof,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  cashier  to  pay  the  same,  and  charge  the 
amount  so  paid  against  the  shares  of  stock  so  taxed. 

Sec.  47.  If  any  person  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  any 
tax  assessed  to  him,  the  township  or  city  treasurer,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  collect  the  same  by  seizing  the  personal  property 
of  such  person  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  such  tax,  fees 
and  charges  for  subsequent  sale,  wherever  the  same  may  be 
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foand  in  the  county  in  which  such  treasurer  resides,  or  an 
adjoining  county  thereto,  and  from  which  seizure  no  property 
shall    be  exempt.    He  may  sell  the  property  seized  to  an  sate  oc  property 
amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  taxes  and  all  charges,  in  the  place  ^^'^' 
where  seized,  or  in  the  township  or  city  of  which  he  is  treasurer, 
at  public  aution,  on  giving  public  notice  of  the  same  at  least  Nottoeofaaie. 
five  days  previous  to  the  sale,  by  posting  written  or  printed 
notices  in  three  public   places  in  the  township,   village  or 
city  where  the  sale  is  to  be  made,  which  sale  may  be  adjourned 
from  time  to  time  if  he  shall  deem  the  same  necessary;,  and  in 
case  property  shall  be  seized  and  advertised  as  herein  directed, 
daring  the  life  of  the  warrant,  the  sale  may  take  place  at  any 
time  within  six  days  after  the  expiration  thereof.   If  it  becomes  sorpius  pro 
necessary  to  sell  personal  property  which  brings  more  than  the  ****•• 
amount  of  taxes  and  charges,  the  balance  shall  be  returned  to 
the  person  from  whose  possession  the  property  was  taken,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided.  If  the  property  so  distrained  cannot  be  Betnmof  un- 
sold  for  want  of  bidders,  and  in  such  pases  only,  the  treasurer  ""^^  **"*' 
shall  return  a  statement  of  the  fact,  and  such  tax  shall  be  return- 
ed as  unpaid.     The  township  treasurer,  if  otherwise  unable  to  couecuon  by 
collect  a  tax  on  personal  property,  may  sue  the  person  to  whom  *"**• 
it  is  assessed,  in  the  name  of  the  township,  village  or  city,  and 
garnishee  any  debtor  or  debtors  of  such  person.     The  tax  roll  TMrouevweDce

Sec.  48.    In  case  of  a  distress  and  sale  of  goods  and  chat-  couector's  fee 
tela,  for  the  payment  of  any  tax,  the  treasurer  or  other  collect-  ^^  '^•• 
ing  oficer  may  also  collect  on  such  sale  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  over  and  above  the  tax,  as  his  fees  for  making  such  sale, 
which  fees  and  percentage  hereinbefore  provided  shall  be  in 
fall  for  his  services  in  collecting  such  taxes;  and  in  case  pay- 
ment of  such  tax  shall  be  made  after  the  distress  and  before 
the  sale,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  treasurer  or  collecting  s»ie  for  fee. 
o£Scer  to  require  the  pavment  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  as 
his  fee  for  making  sucn  distress,  and  to  enforce  payment  of

evidence  of  the  facts  therein  contained,  without  proof  of  its 
execution,  and  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  validity  of 
the  tax  therein  named  against  the  person  therein  named,  and 
shall  be  full  and  ample  authority  to  the  treasurer  or  other  tax 
collector  to  whom  it  shall  be  sent  to  levy  and  collect  the  same 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  personal  taxes  are  collected  by 
fouSu*^'*  ^^^  ^^^  when  spread  upon  his  own  roll.  Such  statement  may  be 
sent  to  the  township  or  city  treasurer,  or  other  collecting  officer 
of  any  township  or  city  in  this  State,  where  the  person  against 
whom  such  assessment  was  made  may  have  property,  and  the 
treasurer,  or  bther  collecting  officer  to  whom  such  statement 
shall  have  been  transmitted,  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  same, 
proceed  to  collect  said  taxes  out  of  any  property  belonging  to 
the  owner  of  such  property  so  taxed  as  aforesaid,  within  his 
jurisdiction,  liable  to  be  seized  for  taxes,  together  with  double 
collection  fees  therefor,  and  the  further  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents  to  defray  the  expense  of  transmitting  the  taxes  so  col- 
lected as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  give  his  receipt  there- 
for. The  said  treasurer,  or  other  collecting  officer,  shall  there- 
upon transmit  the  taxes,  and  one-half  of  the  collection  fees  as 
aforesaid  collected,  to  the  township  treasurer,  or  other  collecting 
officer,  from  whom  he  received  such  statement,  and  the  latter 
shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  said  taxes  and  collection  fees,  mark 
the  said  taxes  in  ink  as  paid  upon  his  tax  roll,  and  the  date  of 
the  receipt  of  the  same,  retaining  the  collection  fees  so  received 
as  aforesaid,  as  his  fees  in  the  matter  of  the  collection  of  said 
taxes.  Executions  issued  upon  judgments  rendered  for  any 
tax,  may  be  levied  upon  any  property,  without  exemption,  the 
same  as  though  seized  for  sale  under  warrants  issued  for  the 
collection  of  taxes  by  township  supervisors,  and  collected  in 
the  same  manner,  in  all  other  respects,  as  provided  by  law  for 
the  collection  of  judgments. 

Sec.  49.    Whenever  a  surplus  arising  from  the  sale  of  any 

surplus  of  Bale,  property  distrained  for  taxes,  shall  be  claimed  by  any  other 
than  the  person  for  whose  tax  such  property  was  sold,  and  sncli 
claim  shall  be  contested,  either  of  the  contestants  may  prose- 
cute an  action  against  the  other,  as  for  money  had  and  received, 
and  in  such  action  the  rights  of  the  parties  to  such  surplus 
shall  be  determined.

Sec.  70.  On  the  first  Monday  of  December  the  county  treas- 
urer shall  commence  the  sale  of  the  lands  mentioned  in  the 
decree  upon  which  the  amounts  charged  shall  not  have  been 
paid,  and  shall  continue  the  same  from  day  to  day,  Sundays  and 
other  legal  holidays  excepted,  until  so  much  of  each  parcel  shall 
be  sold  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  such  amounts.  Each  parcel 
described  in  the  decree  shall  be  separately  exposed  to  sale  for 
the  total  taxes,  interest  and  charges,  and  the  sale  shall  be  made 
to  the  person  offering  to  buy  for  any  given  tax  and  paying  the 
full  amount  charged  against  such  parcel,  and  accepting  a  con- 
veyance of  the  smallest  undivided  fee  simple  interest  therein. 
No  greater  interest  in  any  parcel  shall  be  sold  than  is  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  amount  of  the  tax  on  which  the  same  is 
sold.  If  no  person  will  buy  for  any  of  said  several  taxes  and 
pay  the  balance  thereof  and  take  a  conveyance  of  less  than 
the  entire  thereof,  then  the  whole  parcel  shall  be  offered  and 
sold.  The  sale  shall  be  at  the  county  seat,  at  the  office  of 
or  at  such  convenient  place  as  shall  be  selected  by  the 
county  treasurer,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  taxes  assessed 
subsequent  to  taxes  included  in  the  decree  and  for  the  year 
for  which  the  sale  is  made.  The  county  treasurer  may,  in 
his  discretion,  require  immediate  payment  of  any  person  to 
whom  any  parcel  of  such  land  may  be  struck  ofiF,  and  in  all 
cases  where  payment  is  not  made  in  twenty- four  hours  after 
sale  he  shall  declare  the  bid  canceled  and  sell  the  land  again;

be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  and  prosecuting  attorney 
of  the  county  to  prosecute  for  all  such  delinquencies  and 
penalties  without  unnecessary  delay.  Any  subsequent  bid  of 
such  person  made  at  the  sale  may  be  disregarded  by  the 
treasurer.

attorney,  judge  of  probate,  and  the  county  clerk  of  the  proper  who  to  approve, 
county,  or  any  two  of  them  and  the  Auditor  General,  con- 
ditioned   that  such  treasurer,  his  deputy,  and    all    persons 
employed  in  his  office,  shall  render  a  just  and  true  account  of 
all  moneys  received  by  him  or  them  belonging  to  the  State, 
and  that  he  or  they  shall  faithfully  and  promptly  pay  to  the  conmuoiu. 
State  Treasurer  all  such  monevs  received  as  aforesaid  accord- 
ing to  law,  which  bond  shall   be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Auditor  General.     Whenever  the  Auditor  General  shall  deem  Auditor  General 
proper,  he  may  require  of  the  county  treasurer  a  new  bond  SUfd"^"*"*  "^"^ 
with  surety  or  sureties  to  be  approved  as  aforesaid,  and  for 
such  sum    as    he    may  deem  necessary,   and  if  the  county 
treasurer  from  whom  a  new  bond  shall  be  so  required  shall  not  came  for  remoT- 
execute  such  a  bond  within  ten   days  after  he  shall   have  »i  of  county 
received  notice  of  such   requirement,  such   failure    may   be     •■"'*''• 
deemed  sufficient  cause  for  the  removal  from  office  of  such 
treasurer. 

Sec.  94.     In  case  the  said  county  treasurer  shall  refuse  or  Employment  or 
neglect  to  execute  and  file  any  such  bond  at  the  time  and  in  SSSTurtwSes!** 
the  manner  aforesaid,  the  Auditor  General  shall  employ,  in  when. 
behalf  of  the  State,  some  other  person  to  conduct  the  sales  of 
lands  delinquent  for  taxes,  and  to  receive  payment  therefor, 
under  his   direction,  upon  such  person  executing  and  filing 
with  the  said  Auditor  General,  a  similar  bond  with  sureties  as  Bond. 
above  mentioned,  to  be  by  him  approved,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  and   prompt  payment  to  the  State  Treasurer  of  all 
moneys  which  may  come  into  his  hands  as  the  proceeds  of  conditions, 
such  sales  or  otherwise,  and  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the 
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services  of  such  person  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  said 
proceeds. 

Sec.  95.  If  the  Auditor  General  shall  discover  before  the 
sale  of  any  lands,  as  aforesaid,  that  for  any  reason  they  should 
not  be  sold,  he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  withheld  from  sale; 
and  if  the  error  originated  with  the  township  or  county  officers 
the  amount  of  such  taxes  shall  be  charged  against  the  county 
from  which  the  same  was  returned;  if  such  error  was  made  by 
a  township  officer  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  charged  by  the 
county  treasurer  to  the  township  in  which  such  error  occurred. 
If  there  has  been  a  change  in  the  boundaries  of  any  county  or 
town  in  which  the  lands  are  situated  after  the  return  of  such 
taxes,  such  rejected  taxes  shall  be  charged  to  the  county  to 
which  the  lands  belong  at  the  time  of  such  rejection. 

Sec.  96.  The  Auditor  General  shall  prepare  and  forward  to 
the  county  treasurer  a  statement  of  such  rejected  taxes,  and  a 
description  of  the  lands  upon  which  the  same  were  assessed; 
and  such  county  treasurer  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  board 
of  supervisors  at  their  next  session  thereafter,  and  if  such  taxes 
shall  have  been  rejected  or  charged  back  by  the  Auditor 
General,  except  for  the  reason  that  such  land  was  not  subject 
to  taxation  at  the  time  of  the  assessment  for  such  taxes,  or  that 
the  taxes  thereon  had  been  paid,  or  that  there  had  been  a 
double  assessment  thereof,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  reassessed  upon  the  same  land,  and  collected 
with  the  taxes  of  the  then  current  year,  and  in  the  same 
manner.  If  such  taxes  cannot  be  properly  reassessed  upon  the 
same  lands,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
reassessed  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  proper  township. 

Sec.  97.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  board  of  supervisors  to 
furnish  to  the  Auditor  General  a  list  of  lall  taxes  which  shall 
have  been  rejected  or  charged  back  to  their  county  by  him, 
upon  lands  which  shall  have  been  detached  from  such  county 
subsequent  to  the  time  when  such  taxes  were  assessed,  and  the 
Auditor  General  shall  thereupon  credit  to  such  county  the 
amount  which  he  may  have  so  far  charged  back,  and  charge 
the  same  to  the  county  in  which  such  lands  may  then  be 
situated:  Provided,  Such  taxes  shall  not  have  been  previously 
paid  or  reassessed. 

Sec.  98.  Whenever  any  lands  returned  to  the  office  of  the 
Auditor  General  shall  have  been  sold  on  account  of  non- 
payment of  taxes  thereon,  if  the  Auditor  General  shall  dis- 
cover, before  a  conveyance  of  said  land  is  executed  and 
delivered  : 

First,  That 'the  land  so  sold  was  pot  subject  to  taxation 
at  the  date  of  the  assessment  of  the  taxes  for  which  it  was 
sold;  or. 

Second,  That  the  taxes  had  been  paid  to  the  proper  officer 
within  the  time  limited  by  law  for  the  payment  or  redemption 
thereof;  or. 

Third,  That  such  sale  was  in  contravention  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  or, 
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Fourth,  That  a  certificate  that  no  taxes  were  charged 
Against  said  lands  has  been  given  by  the  proper  officer,  within 
the  time  limited  by  law  for  the  payment  or  redemption 
thereof,  the  Auditor  General  shall  withhold  a  conveyance  of 
«ach  lands,  and  shall,  on  demand,  cause  the  money  paid 
therefor  to  be  refunded  to  the  purchaser,  with  interest  thereon 
at  eight  per  cent:  Provided^  That  in  the  last  mentioned  case 
the  person  in  whose  behalf  such  certificate  was  given  shall,  at 
the  time  of  presenting  such  certificate  to  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral, pay  to  Uie  State  Treasurer,  on  the  statement  of  the 
Auditor  General,  all  taxes  and  charges  due  to  the  State  upon 
BQch  land  at  the  time  such  certificate  was  issued.  If  the 
discovery  is  not  made  until  after  conveyance  has  been  exe- 
<;nted  and  delivered,  a  certificate  of  error  may  be  issued  in 
proper  form  for  record;  and  the  deed,  if  not  recorded,  shall 
be  surrendered  when  the  purchase  money  is  refunded;  if  the 
deed  has  been  recorded,  the  money  shall  be  refunded  on  a 
recorded  release  from  the  holder  of  the  tax  deed. 

Sec.  99.  No  tax  assessed  upon  any  property,  or  sale  there- 
for, shall  be  held  invalid  by  any  court  of  this  State  on 
account  of  any  irregularity  in  any  assessment,  or  on  account 
of  any  assessment  or  tax  roll  not  having  been  made  or  pro- 
ceeding had  within  the  time  required  by  law,  or  on  account 
of  the  property  having  been  assessed  without  the  name  of 
the  owner,  or  in  the  name  of  any  person  other  than  the 
owner,  or  on  account  of  any  other  irregularity,  informality,  or 
-omission,  or  want  of  any  matter  of  form  or  substance  in  any 
proceeding  that  does  not  prejudice  the  property  rights  of  the 
person  whose  property  is  taxed;  and  all  proceedings  in  assess- 
ing and  levying  taxes  and  in  the  sale  and  conveyance  there- 
for, shall  be  presumed  by  all  the  courts  of  this  State  to  be 
lej^al,  xmtil  the  contrary  is  affirmatively  shown.  All  records, 
statements  and  certificates  herein  provided  for  shall  be  prima 
fade  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  set  forth.  The  absence  of 
any  record  of  any  proceeding  or  proceedings,  or  the  omission 
of  any  mention  in  any  record  of  any  vote  or  proceeding,  or 
of  mention  of  any  matter  in  any  statement  or  certificate  that 
should  appear  therein  under  the  provisions  of  any  law  of  this 
State,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  proceeding,  tax,  or 
title  depending  thereon,  provided  the  fact  that  such  vote  or 
proceeding  was  had  or  tax  authorized  is  shown  by  any  other 
record,  statement  or  certificate  made  evidence  by  the  terms 
of  this  act  or  any  other  law  of  this  State.  No  tax,  or  sale 
of  property  for  any  tax,  shall  be  rendered  or  held  invalid 
by  showing  that  any  record,  statement,  certificate,  affidavit, 
paper  or  return  cannot  be  found  in  the  proper  office;  and 
unless  the  contrary  is  affirmatively  shown,  the  presumption 
shall  be  that  such  record  was  made,  and  such  certificate,  state- 
ment, affidavit,  paper  or  return  was  duly  made  and  filed. 
Where  any  statement,  certificate,  or  record  is  required  to  be 
made  or  -signed  by  a  school  district  board  or  a  township 
toard,  such  statement,  certificate  or  record  may  be  made  and 
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signed  by  the  members  of  such  boards,  or  a  majority  thereof, 
and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  that  other  members  be  present 
when  each  signs  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  any  showing  impeaching 
the  validity  of  any  deed  executed  by  the  Auditor  Genercd 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  but  such  deed  shall  be  held 
absolute  and  conclusive  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  100.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney 
of  each  county  to  give  his  counsel  and  advice  to  the  county 
treasurer,  the  township  treasurers,  and  the  supervisors  of  the 
county  whenever  they  or  any  of  them  may  deem  it  necessary 
for  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them 
in  this  act  free  of  charge. 

Sec.  101.  In  all  caasB  of  sale  of  lands  for  taxes,  if  ^he 
purchaser  or  his  assigns  shall  die  before  a  deed  shall '  be 
executed  on  such  sale,  the  deed  may  be  executed  by  the 
Auditor  Oeneral,  to  and  in  the  name  of  the  deceased  per- 
son, if  such  deceased  person  being  still  alive  would  be  entitled 
to  a  deed,  which  deed  shall  vest  the  title  in  the  heirs  or 
devisees  of  such  deceased  person,  in  the  same  manner,  liable  to 
like  claims  of  creditors  and  other  persons  as  if  the  same  bad 
been  executed  to  said  deceased  person  immediately  previous  to 
his  death,  or  the  executor  or  administrator  may  assign  the 
certificate  of  purchase  and  the  deed  may  issue  to  the  assignee 
thereof,  and  in  like  cases  which  have  heretofore  occurred, 
the  same  rule  shall  apply,  and  all  deeds  heretofore  issued 
in  the  name  of  any  person  deceiised  who,  if  living  at  the 
time  of  the  execution  thereof,  would  have  been  entitled 
thereto,  shall  have  like  eflfect  as  above  provided. 

Sec.  102.  The  county  treasurer  shall,  at  the  same  time  when 
he  makes  his  return  of  delinquent  lands  to  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral, make  a  similar  return  to  the  Conmiissioner  of  the  State 
Land  Office  of  all  homestead  and  part  paid  State  lands,  the  fee  of 
which  is  in  the  State,  the  taxes  upon  which  have  not  been  col- 
lected, with  a  statement  of  the  amount  thereof.  The  Commis- 
sioner of  the  State  Land  Office  shall  provide  suitable  books,  and 
enter  in  the  same  the  description  of  every  parcel  of  land  so 
returned  to  his  office,  and  the  taxes  thereon.  The  person 
holding  such  interest  in  any  parcel  of  said  lands  shall,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  following  such  return,  "pay  to  the 
State  Ti*easurer  the  taxes  assessed  thereon,  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  eight  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  first  day  of  March 
last  preening;  and  in  default  thereof  the  certificate  of  par- 
chase  of  such  parcel  shall  become  void  and  such  land  shall  be 
subject  to  sale  and  redemption  in  the  same  time  and  manner  as 
lands  forfeited  for  non-payment  of  interest;  and  no  patent  shall 
be  made  of  such  lands  until  all  taxes  thereon  are  paid. 

Sec.  103.  The  Commissioner  of  the  State  Land  Office  shall, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  and  November  in  each  year, 
make  out  and  furnish  to  the  Auditor  Oeneral  a  statement 
containing  a  description  of  the  lands  upon  which  the  taxes 
have  been  paid,  and  the  amount  of  such  payments,  and  shall, 
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at  tlie  same  time,  tranamit  to  each  county  treasurer  a  copy  of 

micii  statement  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  his  county.     The 

Auditor  General  shall  credit  to  each  county  its  proper  part  of  credit  of  uitw. 

fluch  taxes,  and  the  county  treasurer  shall  credit  each  township 

with  its  share  of  such  amount. 

Sec.  104,    If  any  person  dispossessed  of  lands  purchased  in  u^utur 
pursuance  of    the  provisions  of    this  act    shall    have    made  I'^pr^*"™*"!**' 
improvements  thereon,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  what 
such  improvements  are  worth,  and  ahall  have  a  lien  on  such 
lauds  therefor,  and  may  enforce  the  same  by  bill  in  equity 
where  no  other  provision  is  made  by  law. 

Sec.  105.  In  case  of  the  organization  of  a  new  county  after  ite<rnn«iiHiumi 
the  time  for  making  the  assessment  roll,  and  prior  to  the  "^^S^^  "^"^ 
return  of  the  township  treasurer,  such  new  organization  shall 
in  no  way  affect  the  assessment,  collection  or  return  of  taxes 
lor  that  year  on  any  lands  attached  to  the  new  county*  No 
division  of  a  township  after  the  time  for  making  the  assess- 
ment roll,  and  prior  to  the  return  of  the  township  treasurer, 
»ball  in  any  way  affeet  the  asseesmentj  collection  and  return  of 
such  taxes;  but  sneh  taxes  shall  be  assessed,  collected  and 
retums  made  as  though  there  had  been  no  such  division*  If 
lands  are  detached  from  any  county  after  the  taxes  thereon  are 
returned  to  the  Auditor  General,  and  any  such  taxes  are  after- 
wards  rejected  or  set  aside,  the  county  from  which  they  were 
detached  shall  receive  credit,  and  the  county  to  which  they  are

After  such  petition  is  filed  with  the  I'nrt  jmpiient 
county  clerk,  payment  of  part  of  the  taxes  therein  specified  'pn^i!din^' 
fihall  not  stay  proceedings  thereon  to  enforce  payment  of  such 
part  of  such  taxes  as  are  not  paid,  but  such  proceedings 
ahall  continue  as  to  all  impaid  taxes  as  herein  provided.

Supervisors  shall  be  allowed  for  their  services  in 
assessing  property,  making  tax  rolls,  and  for  extending  taxes

That  whenever  any  person  shall  be  charged  or  complained 
against  as  being  a  disorderly  person  on  account  of  drunken- 
ness or  intoxication  in  the  courts  or  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace  or  police  justices  of  this  State,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  such  court  or  justice  of  the  peace  or  police  justice  to 
accept  from  such  persons  a  special  recognizance  in  the  penal 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  with  a  good  and  sufficient  surety 
to  be  approved  by  such  court  or  justice  of  the  peace  or 
police  justice  conditioned  that  such  person  will  immediately 
take  treatment  for  the  cure  of  such  drunkenness  or  intoxica- 
tion, of  some  corporation  organized  under  the  statutes  of 
this  State  for  the  purpose  of  administering  such  cure  and 
required  by  law  to  make  and  file  reports  in  reference  thereto; 
to  be  therein  specified  for  the  period  of  at  least  thirty  days, 
and  that  such  person  will  observe  and  obey  all  directions 
and  regulations  prescribed  by  those  administering  such  cure, 
and  that  such  person  will  not  indulge  in  the  use  of  intoxi- 
eating  or  malt  liquors  for  the  period  of  ninety  days,  and 
that  such  person  will,  at  the  end  of  sixty  days  from  tne  date 
of  said  recognizance,  appear  before  such  court,  justice  of  the 
peace  or  police  justice  and  answer  the  charge  or  complaint 
against  such  person.  Upon  the  giving,  approving  and  filing

Sec.  19.  The  treasurer  of  said  board  shall  be  required 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  such  office  to  give  his 
bonds  to  the  people  of  the  State  in  the  penal  sums  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Governor,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  required  of  him,  and  to  properly  account  for  all 
moneys  received  by  him  as  such  treasurer.  He  shall  have 
the  custody  of  (ill  moneys,  bonds,  notes,  mortgages  and  other 
securities  and  obligations  belonging  to  said  home.  Said 
moneys  shall  be  disbursed  only  for  the  uses  of  suGh  home 
in  such  manner  and  method  as  the  board  of  control  may 
direct.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  full  and  accmrate  account^ 
of  the  receipts  and  payments,  and  render  statements  in  the 
manner  provided  by  section  four,  act  one  hundred  forty-six, 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety-one;  he  shall  also  render 
an  account  of  the  state  of  his  books  and  of  the  funds  and 
other  property  in  his  custody  whenever  required  so  to  do  by 
the  board  of  control.  He  snail  receive  such  compensation 
for  his  services  as  treasurer  as  shall  be  determineid  by  the 
board  of  control,  but  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars 
per  annum. 

Sec.  20.  All  feeble-minded  and  epileptic  persons  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years  who  are  legal  residents 
of  the  State  of  Michigan  may  be  admitted  to  said  home 
without  charge  for  tuition,  boarding,  lodging,  washing,  medi- 
cine or  medical  attendance.  In  the  selection  of  inmates  pref- 
erence shall  be  given  to  indigent  or  pauper  orphans,  and 
when  this  class  is  provided  for  such  others  may  be  admitted 
fo^  whom  application  may  be  made,  and  as  accommodations 
may  be  provided  for  by  sufficient  buildings.  And  when  these 
classes  are  provided  for  other  feeble-minded  and  epileptic 
persons  who  are  entitled  to  admission  may  be  received  at 
such  institution. 

Sec.  21.  The  object  of  said  institution  shall  be  to  provide, 
by  all  proper  and  feasible  means,  the  intellectual,  moral  and 
physical  training  of  that  unfortunate  portion  of  the  com- 
munity who  have  been  bom  or  by  disease  have  become 
imbecile  or  feeble-minded  or  epileptic,  and  by  a  judicious 
and  well-adapted  course  of  training  and  management  to 
ameliorate  their  condition  and  to  develop  as  much  as  pos- 
sible their  intellectual  faculties,  to  reclaim  them  from  their 
unhappy  condition  and  fit  them  as  far  as  possible  for  future 
usefulness  in  society. 

Sec.  22.  The  board  of  control  is  hereby  directed  and 
empowered  to  establish  such  laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
and  expedient  for  ree^lating  the  duties  of  officers  and 
employes,  for  fixing  the  conditions  of  admission  and  dis- 
charge of  inmates,  and  for  conducting   in   a   proper  manner

Sbo.  8.  The  conditions  as  to  eligibility  shall  be  the  same 
as  prescribed  for  the  admission  into  the  Soldiers'  Home  of 
the  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines,  under  act  one  hundred  and 
fifty-two,  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five, 
viz.:  The  husband  or  father  must  have  served  in  a  Michigan 
regiment,  been  accredited  to  the  State  of  Michigan  or  have 
been  a  resident  of  this  State  one  year  previous  to  the  passage 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  The  Auditor  General  shall  add  to  and  incorporate 
in  the  State  tax  for  the  year  one  thousand  eiffht  hundred 
and  ninety-three,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dmlars,  and  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety*four,  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  col- 
lected according  to  law,  which  sums,  when  collected,  shall  be 
passed  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund,  to  reimburse  it  for 
the  advances  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  bill. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

AN  ACT  to  provide  a  board  of  jury  commissioners  for 
the  county  or  St.  Clair  and  the  manner  of  selecting  jurors 
to  serve  in  the  circuit  court  for  said  county  and  to  pre- 
scribe their  duties  and  fix  their  compensation,  and  to  pun- 
ish violations  of  the  act. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact, 
That  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  appoint  a  board  of  jury 
commissioners   for  the  county  of  St  Clair,  consisting  of  six 

Eersons,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  resident,  elector  and  free- 
older  of  the  said  county.  Three  of  the  said  persons  shall 
be  appointed  for  two  years  and  three  for  four  years.  The 
Governor  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  persons  of  like 
qualifications  as  successors  to  the  said  commissioners,  and 
snail  also  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  in  the  said  board  from 
any  cause.  The  official  term  of  said  commissioners  shall  begin 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  ninety-three, 
and  all  subsequent  appointments  except  for  the  filling  of  vacan- 
cies, shall  be  for  the  term  of  four  years;  the  said  conunis- 
sioners  shall  respectively  serve  until  their  successors  are 
appointed  and  have  qualified.  Said  commissioners  shall,  before 
entering  upon  their  duties,  take  the  constitutional  oath  of 
office  and  file  the  same  with  the  county  cierk.  Said  commis-

Whereas,  It  satisfactorily  appearing  that  the  said  Frederick  F.  Spi^l

•  and  is  in  the  quiet  and  peaceable  possession  and  enjoyment  of  the  premises 
therein  descrioed  by  himself  or  his  assignors  have  been  for  more  than 
twenty-one  years  next  preceding  this  date,  and  [had]  has  made  valuable 
improvements  thereon  and  had  paid  all  taxes  thereon  and  all  interest  due 
the  State;  and  it  further  appearing  that  the  said  Frederick  F.  Spiegel 
is  equitably  entitled  to  a  patent  on  surrendering  said  certificate,  accom- 

gmied  by  the  full  payment  of  the  principal   and  interest   due  to  the 
tate  for  the  same;  and 

Whereas,  No  patent  can  issue  to  the  said  Frederick  F.  Spiegel  on 
account  of  defects  and  irregularities  in  assignments  of  said  certificate 
by  parties  who  held  the  same  after  it  was  issued  to  the  said  John  GriffoB 
and  before  the  same  was  purchased  by  and  assigned  to  the  said  Fred- 
erick F.  Spiegel,  which  said  ass'gnments  cannot  be  perfected  or  corrected 
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in  consequence  of  the  death  of  some  of  the  assignors,  their  representa- 
tives and  their  heirs  at  law,  and  of  the  removal  of  others  to  parts 
QQkuown;  therefore 

Resolveti  bif  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Slate 
of  Michigan^  That  the  Governor  of  this  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  sign  and  cause  to  be  issued  to  the  said  Frederick  F.  Spiegel  a 
patent  for  the  land  described  in  said  certificate,  whenever  the  same  shall 
be  presented  to  him,  with  the  certificate  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
State  Land  Office,  that  the  principal  and  interest  and  all  taxes  and 
charges  levied  upon  said  land  has  been  paid.

JOINT  RESOLUTION  proposing  an  amendment  to  section  nine, 
article  fourteen  of  the  constitution  of  this  State,  relative  to  works  of 
internal  improvement  therein,  authorizing  the  city  of  Grand  Rapids 
to  issue  its  bonds  for  the  improvement  of  Grand  river. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  Michigan^  That  an  amendment  to  section  nine  of  article  fourteen  of 
the  constitution  of  this  State  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  proposed,  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec.  9.  The  State  shall  not  be  a  party  to,  or  interested  in,  any 
work  o£  internal  improvement,  nor  engaged  in  carrying  on  any  such 
work,  except  in  the  expenditure  of  grants  to  the  State  of  land  or  other 
property:  Provided^  however^  That  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  by 
appropriate  legislation,  may  authorize  the  city  of  Grand  Rapids  to 
ieeue  its  bonds  for  the  improvement  of   the  navigation  of  Grana  river; 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
people  of  this  State  at  the  next  spring  election,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
Aprils  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three,  and  the 
Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required  to  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the 
sheriffs  o£  the  several  counties  of  this  State  at  least  twenty  days  prior 
to  said  election,  and  the  said  sheriffs  are  required  to  give  the  several 
notices  required  by  law  for  general  elections,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  several  boards  of  election  commissioners  in  the  several  counties 
in  this  State,  in  preparing  the  ballots  to  be  used  at  such  election,  to 
have  printed  thereon  the  words  '^Amendment  to  the  constitution  relative 
to  authorising  the  city  of  Grand  Rapids  to  issue  its  bonds  for  the 
improvement  of  the  navigation  of  Grand  river,"  and  below  the  same 
UDon  the  ballot  shall  be  placed,  in  separate  lines,  the  words  "Yes"  and 
"Ko/'  and  each  elector  shall  designate  his  vote  by  a  cross  mark  placed 
opposite  the  word  "Yes"  or  the  word  "No."  The  manner  of  voting  shall 
cDuform  to  the  provisions  of  act  number  one  hundred  and  ninety  of 
the  public  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled  "An  act 
to  prescribe  the  manner  of  conducting  and  to  prevent  fraud  and  decep- 
tion at  elections  in  this  State."

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  Michigan,  That  an  amendment  to  section  one  of  article  nine  of  the 
constitution  of  this  State  be  and  the  same  is  h.ereby  proposed  to  read 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Governor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  four 
thousand  dollars;  the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  twelve  hundred  dollars;  the  judges  of  the  circuit  court  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars;  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars; 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand 
dollars;  the  Commissioner  of  the  Land  Office  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  two  thousand  dollars.  They  shall  receive  no  fees  or  per- 
quisites whatever  for  the  performance  of  tmy  duties  connected  with  their 
office.  It  shall  not  be  competent  for  the  Legislature  to  increase  the 
salaries  herein  provided; 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
people  of  this  State  at  the  next  spring  election,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three,  and  the 
Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required  to  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the 
sherifEs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to 
said  election.  The  ballots  for  and  against  this  amendment  shall  be  printed 
at  the  foot  of  the  general  ticket,  as  provided  by  section  eighteen  of  act 
one  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  public  acts  of  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-one.  The  ballots  shall  in  all  respects  be  canvassed 
and  returns  made  as  in  the  elections  of  justices  of  the  Supreme  C!ourt 
and  Regents  of  the  University;  and 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  all  provisions  of  act  number  one  hundred 
and  ninety  of  the  public  acts  of  one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred  and  ninety- 
one,  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to  the  time  required  for  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties 
shall  not  be  applicable  to  this  joint  resolution.

JOINT  BESOLUTION  proposing  an  am^ndnn^nfc  to  the  constitu- 
tion o£  this  State  to  be  known  as  eection  forty -nine  of  article  four 
of  the  same,  relative  to  conferring  power  on  the  Legislature  to  enact 
lawe  for  the  creation  of  county  and  township  boards  of  highway 
eommisaionere- 

Resolved  by  ihe  Senate  and  House  of  BepreseniaHves  of  the  State 
of  Michigan^  That  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  this  State 
adding  one  new  section  thereto^  to  be  known  as  se<?tion  forty-nine  of 
article  four,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  proposed  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  49-  The  Legislature  may  provide  for  the  laying  out,  con- 
tmction  and  maintenance  of  county  and  townsliip  roads,  and  may  pro- 
vide that  any  road  heretofore  laid  out  shall  be  a  county  or  township  road. 
County  roads  may  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  and 
township  roads  at  the  expense  of  the  township.  County  roads  shall  be 
under  the  control  of  a  board  of  commissioners  not  to  exceed  five  in 
number  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  people,  the  number  of  said  com- 
missioners to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  supervisers  of  the  county-  For 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  county  roads  the  commissioners 
may  provide  for  an  annual  tax  not  exceeding  two  dollars  upon  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  assessment  roll  of  the  county  for  the  pre- 
ceding year.  No  county  shall  incur  any  indebtedness  or  issue  any 
bonds  tor  the  construction  or  maintenance  of  county  roads,  except 
upon  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  supervisors  elected,  and  then  to  be 
approved  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  general  or  special  election;  nor 
shall  any  such  indebtedness  at  any  time  exceed  three  per  cent  of  the 
valuation  of  the  county  upon  the  last  preceding  assessment  roll.  The 
Legislature  may  modify,  change  or  repeal  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
towDship  commissioner  of  highways  and  overseer  of  highways.  The 
Legislature  may  pass  all  necessary  laws  to  carry  this  apiendment  into 
effect:  Provided^  That  any  act  or  acts  passed  by  the  Legislature  to 
carry  this  amendment  into  effect  shall  provide  for  a  county  and  town- 
ship system,  and  the  county  system  shall  become  operative  only  in 
such  counties  as  shall  adopt  it  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  electors 
of  said  county,  after  the  said  question  has  been  submitted  to  them  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  elect  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  such  county,  at  a  general  or  special  election  called  for  that  purpose; 

Be  it  further  resmved.  That  said  amendment  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  people  of  this  State  at  the  next  spring  election  on  the  first 
Monday  of  April,  1893,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required 
to  *give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of 
the  State,  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  said  election,  and  the  said 
sheriffs  are  required  to  give  the  several  notices  required  by  law,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  boards  of  election  commissioners  in 
the  several  counties  of  this  State,  in  preparing  the  ballots  to  be  used 
at  such  election  to  have  printed  thereon  the  words  "Amendment  to 
the  constitution  relative  to  conferring  power  on  the  Legislature  to  enact 
laws  for  the  creation  of  county  and  township  boards  of  highway  com- 
missioners," and  below  the  same  upon  the  ballot  shall  be  placed  in 
separate  lines  the  words  "Yes"  and  "No,"  and  each  elector /«hall  des-

"No."  The  manner  of  voting  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  act 
number  one  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  public  acts  of  isighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-one.  The  ballots  shall  in  all  respects  be  canvassed  and  returns 
made  as  in  general  elections  of  State  officers;  and 

Be  it  further  resolved^  That  all  provisions  of  act  number  one  hundred 
and  ninety  of  the  public  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  so 
far  as  the  same  relate  to  the  time  required  for  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties,  shall 
not  be  applicable  to  this  joint  resolution.

Sec.  8.  The  circuit  courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all 
matters  civil  and  criminal,  not  excepted  in  this  constitution,  and  not 
prohibited  by  law;  and  appellate  jurisdiction  from  all  inferior  courts 
and  tribunals  and  a  supervisory  control  of  the  same.  They  shall  also 
have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corptis,  mandamus^  injunction,  qw> 
warranto,  certiorari,  and  oth^r  writs  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  their 
orders,  judgments  and  decrees,  and  give  them  general  control  over 
inferior  courts  and  tribunals  within  their  respective  jurisdictions  and  in 
all  such  other  cases  and  matters  as  the  Supreme  Court  shall  by  rule 
prescribe: 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  people  of  this  State  at  the  next  sprine  election,  to  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  in  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-three,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required  to  give 
notice  of  the  same  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State 
at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  said  election,  and  the  said  sheriffs  are 
required  to  give  the  several  notices  required  by  law.  The  Secretary  of 
State  shall  also  certify  this  proposed  constitutionnl  ainendment  to  the 
cl^rk  of  each  county  in  the  State,  and  the  said  cAmeadment  shall  be 
indicated  upon  the  official  ballot  for  said  election  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  act  number  one  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  public  acts  of 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled  ''An  act  to  prescribe 
the  manner  of  conducting  and  to  prevent  fraud  and  [deception]  decep- 
tions at  elections  in  this  State.''

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  Michigan^  That  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  this  State 
for  approval  or  rejection  the  following  amendment  to  section  one  of 
article  seven  of  the  constitution  of  this  State,  that  is  to  say,  that  section 
one  of  article  seven  of  said  constitution  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  all  elections,  every  male  inhabitant  of  this  State,  being 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  every  male  inhabitant  residing  in  this 
State  on  the  twenty- fourth  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  thirty-five, 
every  male  inhabitant  residing  in  this  State  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
eighteen  hundred  fifty,  every  male  inhabitant  of  foreign  birth  who, 
having  resided  in  the  State  two  yeai's  and  six  months  prior  to  the 
eighth  day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  ninety  four,  and  having 
declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  two 
years  and  six  months  prior  to  said  last  named  day,  and  every  civilized 
male  inhabitant  of  Indian  descent,  a  native  of  the  United  States,  and 
not  a  member  of  any  tribe,  shall  be  an  elector  and  entitled  to  vote; 
but  no  one  shall  be  an  elector  or  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  unless 
he  shall  be  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  has  resided  in  this 
State  six  months  and  in  the  township  or  ward  in  which  he  offers  to 
vote,  twenty  days  next  preceding  such  election:  Provided j  That  in  time 
of  war,  insurrection  or  rebellion  no  qualified  elector  in  the  actual  mili- 
tary service  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  or  in  the  army  or 
navy  thereof,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  vote  by  reason  of  his  absence 
from  the  township,  ward  or  State  in  which  he  resides,  and  the  Legis- 
lature shall  have  the  power,  and  shall  prpvide  the  manner  in  which, 
and  the  time  and  place  at  which  such  absent  electors  may  vote,  and  for 
the  canvass  and  return  of  their  votes  to  the  township  or  ward  election 
district  in  which  they  respectively  reside,  or  otherwise. 

Resolved,  That  said  constitutional  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  electors  of  this  State  at  the  election  to  take  place  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  ninety-four;  and  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required  to 
give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this 
State  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  said  election,  and  to  certify  the  same 
to  the  clerks  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State  as  required  by  the 
general  laws  of  the  State,  and  the  said  sheriffs  are  directed  to  give  the 
several  notices  required  by  law,  and  the  board  of  election  commissioners 
of  each  of  the  several  counties  in  this  State  shall  prepare  the  ballots 
for  voting  on  this  amendment  in  accordance  with  tne  general  laws  of 
the  State,  and  shall  designate  said  amendment  on  the  official  ballot  as 
follows:  "Amendment  to  the  constitution  relative  to  the  qualifications 
of  electors" — with  the  words  "Yes"  and  "No"  so  arranged  that  the 
electors  may  vote  for  or  i^ainst  said  amendment  by  means  of  such 
mark  as  is  or  may  be  prescribed  by  law.

No  elector  shall  be  deemed  to  have  gained  or  lost  a  resi- 
dence, by  reason  of  his  being  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State;  nor  while  engaged  in  the  navigation  of  the 
waters  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  high  seas;  nor 
while  a  student  of  any  seminary  of  learning;  nor  while  kept  at  any 
almshouse  or  other  asylum  at  public  expense;  nor  while  confined  in 
any  public  prison,  except  that  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  who  have  served  in  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State,  and  who  reside  in  soldiers'  homes  established 
by  the  State,  may  acquire  a  residence  where  such  home  is  located. 

Resolved,  That  said  proposed  constitutional  amendment  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  electors  of  this  State  at  the  general  election  to  take  place 
on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-four;  and  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby 
required  to  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties 
of  this  State  at  least  twentt  days  prior  to  said  election,  and  to  certify 
the  same  to  the  clerks  of  tne  several  counties  of  this  State  as  required 
by  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  and  the  said  sheriffs  are  directed  to 
give  the  several  notices  required  by  law,  and  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  of  each  of  tne  several  counties  in  this  State  shall  pre- 
pare  the  ballots  for  voting  on  this  amendment  in  accordance  with  the 
general  laws  of  the  State,  ^  and  shall  designate  said  amendment  on  the 
official  ballot  as  follows:  '' Amendment  to  the  constitution  authorizing 
inmates  of  soldiers'  homes  to  vote  where  such  homes  are  situated," 
with  the  words  "  Yes "  and  "  No "  so  arranged  that  the  electors  may 
vote  for  or  against  said  amendment  by  means  of  such  mark  as  is  or 
mav  be  prescribed  by ^  law.  The  votes  shall  in  all  respects  be  canvassed 
and  returns  made  as  in  the  election  of  State  officers.

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Whereas,  The  State  has  received  the  benefit  of  the  construction  of 
said  drain  and  about  forty  acres  of  land  belonging  thereto  have  been 
reclaimed  and  made  valuable  thereby,  and  the  men  who  performed  the 
labor  are  justly  and  equitably  entitled  to  their  pay;  therefore 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  (the  House  of  Bepresentatives  concurring). 
That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Eastern  Michigan  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  x)ay  the  amount  of  the 
taxes  and  fees  so  assessed,  and  upon  the  tax  roll  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-two  of  the  fourth  ward  of  the  city  of  Pontiac,  against  said 
asylum  property  on  account  of  the  construction  of  said  drain,  not 
exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  any  funds 
belonging  to  said  institution.

WiiEBEAS,  It  appears  that  the  said  road  was  accepted  without  a  proper 
examination  and  report  and  the  lands  patented,  under  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Control  of  State  Swamp  Lands,  to  George  W.  Webber,  con- 
tractor, and  Richard  Vosper,  local  commissioner,  of  said  road;  and 

Whereas,  » A  gross  fraud  has  been  perpetrated  on  the  people  of  the 
State  of  Michigan,  if  these  lands  have  been  patented  to  the  said  con- 
tractor and  local  commissioner,  in  payment  for  the  construction  of  a 
road  which  is  alleged  not  to  have  been  constructed;  therefore 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  (the  Senate  concurring), 
That  the  Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  fully  investigate 
the  construction  of  the  said  Bois  Blanc  island  road;  and,  if  it  shall 
appear  to  his  satisfaction  that  said  road  was  not  made  and  constructed 
in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  therefor,  and  that  patents 
for  the  lands  on  said  island  were  obtained  through  misrepresentation 
and  fraud,  he  shall  take  a  proper  course  at  law  or  otherwise,  to  revest 
the  title  to  said  lands  in  the  State  of  Michigan.

Section  1.  The  Governor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  four 
thousand  dollars;  the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars;  the  judges  of  the  circuit  court 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
two  thousand  dollars;  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  two  thousand  dollars;  the  Commissioner  of  the  Land  Office 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars;  they  shall  receive 
no  fees  or  perquisites  whatever  for  the  performance  of  any  duties  con- 
nected with  their  office.  It  shall  not  be  competent  for  the  Legislature 
to  increase  the  salaries  herein  provided. 

AETICLE  IV. 

Sec.  49.  The  Legislature  may  provide  for  the  laying  out,  construe- 
tion  and  maintenance  of  county  and  township  roads,  and  may  provide 
that  any  road  heretofore  laid  out  shall  be  a  county  or  township  road. 
County  roads  may  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  county  and 
township  roads  at  the  expense  of  the  township.    Ck)unty  roads  shall  be 
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nnder  the  control  of  a  board  of  commissioners  not  to  exceed  five  in 
number  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  people,  the  number  of  said  com- 
missioners to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county.  For 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  county  roads  the  commissioners 
may  provide  for  an  annual  tax  not  exceeding  two  dollars  upon  each  one 
thousand  dollars  of  the  assessment  roll  of  the  county  for  the  preceding 
year.  No  county  shall  incur  any  indebtedness  or  issue  any  bonds  for 
the  construction  or  maintenance  of  county  roads,  except  upon  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  supervisors  elected,  aud  then  to  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote  at  any  general  or  special  election;  nor  shall  any  such 
indebtedness  at  any  time  exceed  three  per  cent  of  the  valuation  of  the 
county  upon  the  last  preceding  assessment  roll.  The  Legislature  may 
modify,  change  or  repeal  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  township  com- 
missioner of  highways  and  overseer  of  highways.  The  Legislature  may 
pass  all  necessary  laws  to  carry  this  amendment  into  effect:  Provided, 
That  any  act  or  acts  passed  by  the  Legislature  to  carry  this  amendment 
into  effect  shall  provide  for  a  county  and  township  system,  and  the 
county  system  shall  become  operative  only  in  such  counties  as  shall 
adopt  it  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  electors  of  said  county,  after  the  said 
question  has  been  submitted  to  them  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the 
members  elect  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county,  at  a  general 
or  special  election  called  for  that  purpose. 

AETICLE  VL 

Sec.  8.  The  circuit  courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  mat- 
ters civil  and  criminal,  not  excepted  in  this  Constitution,  and  not  pro- 
hibited by  law;  and  appellate  jurisdiction  from  all  inferior  courts  and 
tribunals  and  a  supervisory  control  of  the  same.  The^  shall  also  have 
power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  injunction,  quo  war- 
ranto,  certiorari,  and  other  writs  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  their 
orders,  judgments  and  decrees,  and  give  them  general  control  over  infer- 
ior courts  and  tribunals  within  their  respective  jurisdictions  and  in  all 
such  other  cases  and  matters  as  the  Supreme  Court  shall  by  rule 
prescribe.
